CHILD TAX CREDIT 
AFTER TAX REFORM 


Many people claim the child tax 
credit to help offset the cost of raising children. Here are 
some important things for taxpayers to know about the 


changes to the credit. 


Credit amount. The new law increases the child tax 
credit from $1,000 to $2,000. Eligibility for the credit has 
not changed. As in past years, the credit applies if all of 


these apply: 


¢ the child is younger than 17 at the end of the tax year, 


December 31, 2018 


¢ the taxpayer claims the child as a dependent 
¢ the child lives with the taxpayer for at least six 


months of the year 


Credit refunds. The credit is refundable, now up to 
$1,400. If a taxpayer doesn’t owe any tax before claiming 
the credit, they will receive up to $1,400 as part of their 


refund. 


Earned income threshold. The income threshold to 
claim the credit has been lowered to $2,500 per family. 
This means a family must earn a minimum of $2,500 to 


claim the credit. 


Phaseout. The income threshold at which the child tax 
credit begins to phase out is increased to $200,000, or 
$400,000 if married filing jointly. This means that more 
families with children younger than 17 qualify for the 


larger credit. 


Dependents who can’t be claimed for the child tax 
credit may still qualify the taxpayer for the credit for 
other dependents. This is a non-refundable credit of up 
to $500 per qualifying person. These dependents may also 
be dependent children who are age 17 or older at the end 
of 2018. It also includes parents or other qualifying rela- 
tives supported by the taxpayer.

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Saved by a signal after an outside train ride

A teenage girl commut- 
ing by train to Boston had 
a harrowing experience 85 
years ago. Christine Car- 
ter was a freshman at Rad- 
cliffe College in Cam- 
bridge. On the morning of 
Oct. 24, 1934, she was late 
for the morning train at 
the Silver Lake station. 

The train, known as the 
Businessmen’s Express, 
originated in Nashua, N.H. 
It would only make one 
stop, and that was at Silver 
Lake. From there it was a 
fast 17-minute non-stop run 
to North Station. 

She ran to the train on 
the track side and grab- 
bed onto a hand-rail. She 
was unable to pull herself

Instead, 
she received the devastat- 
ing diagnosis — she had 
stage 4 inflammatory 
breast cancer, a very rare 
and aggressive breast car- 
cinoma. Bowers-Smith, a 
U.S. Army veteran, com- 
mitted to fighting for her 
life. “Once I began fight- 
ing, I knew I had to remain 
strong,” she said. Her ag- 
gressive care plan included 
five different chemothera- 
py treatments and steroids. 

Like many patients with 
cancer, Bower-Smith need- 
ed multiple blood product 
transfusions. Cancer pa- 
tients undergoing surgery 
and chemotherapy may 
require red blood cell or 
platelet transfusions. In 
fact, more than half of all 
platelets collected by the 
Red Cross are used by pa- 
tients with cancer. 

After months of grueling 
treatments, in August 2017, 
Bowers-Smith celebrated 
the news that her cancer 
was in remission. Today, 


she enjoys sharing her 


story and encouraging oth- 
ers to be a blessing by do- 
nating blood or platelets.

However, on page 
66, the same picture ap- 
pears, with D. Robert Car- 
ter at far left in the back 
row. 

Christine Carter gradu- 
ated from Radcliffe in 
1938 with an unusual de- 
gree, a Bachelor of Arts in 
physics. She taught sci- 
ence at Wilmington High 
School for two years, and 
then married Almon Al- 
lard in June 1941. They 
raised three children at 
Silver Lake, living in the 
house her father built. 

She served as Sunday 
School teacher in the Con- 
gregational Church and as 
a substitute teacher at the 
high school. She also did

HHS awards $375,000 to state to accelerate ending the HIV epidemic 


The U.S. Department of 
Health and Human Ser- 
vices (HHS), through the 
Centers for Disease Con- 
trol and Prevention (CDC), 
has awarded $375,000 to 
Massachusetts to conduct 
state and local planning 
and kick off community 
involvement for the pro- 
posed federal initiative, 
Ending the HIV Epidemic: 
A Plan for America, which 
seeks to reduce new HIV 
infections in America by 90 
percent by 2030. The fund- 
ing (Notice of Funding 
Opportunity PS19-1906) in- 
cludes two parts: 


Accelerating State and 
Local HIV Planning 
$12 million of the HHS 
Minority HIV/AIDS Fund 
has been awarded to 32 
CDC-funded state and lo- 
cal health departments to 
develop comprehensive 
Ending the HIV Epidemic 
plans that are tailored by 
and for each community. 
These local plans will be 
unique to each area be- 
cause the HIV epidemic 
affects communities differ- 
ently. Plans will be based 
upon a national framework

As part of 
this work, NASTAD will 
provide technical assis- 
tance in the development 
of local plans, and will 
establish, build, and main- 
tain collaborative rela-

tionships with organiza- 
tions to support the imple- 
mentation of the local 
plans. 

“From. the very begin- 
ning of President Trump’s 
Ending the HIV Epidemic 
initiative, we have been 
clear: Defeating this epi- 
demic will only be possible 
if we listen to the perspec- 
tives of people living with 
HIV and the communities 
in which they live and 
work,” said HHS Secretary 
Alex Azar. “With these 
new planning grants, we 
are excited to support

Giroir, M-D. “And locally 
designed plans in each 
jurisdiction are also es- 
sential to the success of 
the Ending the HIV Epi- 
demic initiative. We are 
committed to enabling 
communities to best use 
the resources they need to 
plan and engage stake- 
holders.” 

Health departments will 
be required to engage 
members of local commu- 
nities that are most heav- 
ily impacted by HIV, peo- 
ple with HIV, local pre- 
vention and care integrat- 
ed planning bodies, local 
HIV service providers, 
new partners, and others. 
CDC plans to issue addi- 
tional guidance to ensure 
robust and diverse com- 
munity involvement in de- 
velopment of local plans, 
which will continue to be 
refined over time, by the 
community. 

“Our goal is to ensure 
that the key pillars of HIV 
prevention and treatment 


aA, 


are delivered in a manner 
planned by the community, 
in the community, and for 
the community,” said CDC 
Director Robert R. Red- 
field, M.D. “We have en- 
gaged and listened to advo- 
cates across the country 
who have provided valu- 
able input into our overall 
national framework. Now, 
it is time for these commu- 
nities to be inclusive of 
new voices, to innovate, 
and to effectively reach 
people living with and at 
greatest risk for HIV, in

A Governor Charlie Baker urges legislators to pass impaired driving legislation concerning marijuana use. 


BOSTON — Governor 
Charlie Baker and Lt. 
Governor Karyn _ Polito 
joined state officials, road 
safety advocates, law en- 
forcement officials and 
leaders of the cannabis in- 
dustry to urge passage of 
the Administration’s im- 
paired driving legislation. 
Following the Cannabis 
Control Commission’s ap- 
proval last month of regu- 
lations for social con- 
sumption of marijuana, 
the group assembled at 
the State House under- 
scored the need to pass 
legislation that would im- 
plement recommenda- 
tions made by the Special 
Commission on Operating 
Under the Influence and 
Impaired Driving. 

The Governor and Lt. 
Governor were joined by 
Helen Witty, National Pre- 
sident of Mothers Against 
Drunk Driving, David 
Torrisi, Executive Direc- 
tor of the Commonwealth 
Dispensary Association, 
Cannabis Control Com- 
missioner Britte McBride 
and Walpole Police Chief 
John Carmichael. 

“As Massachusetts con- 
tinues to implement adult 
use of marijuana, includ- 
ing potential social con- 
sumption sites, it’s vital 


that we update our im- ' 


paired driving laws to en- 
sure the safety of every- 
one who uses the Com- 
monwealth’s roads,” said 
Governor Charlie Baker. 
“This legislation which 
draws on thoughtful rec- 
ommendations from a 
commission of a broad 
cross-section of stakehold- 
ers, gives public safety 
officials the tools they 
need to combat impaired 
driving and keep our 
roads safe.” 

“Our Administration’ is 
committed to working with

Governor urges passing of 
impaired driving legislation 


sold for adult use since 
2014, traffic deaths involv- 
ing drivers who tested 
positive for marijuana in- 
creased 109 percent while 
traffic deaths increased 31 
percent, according to a re- 
port prepared by the 
Rocky Mountain High In- 
tensity Drug. Trafficking 
Area. Colorado also saw a 
marked increase in traffic 
deaths involving drivers 
who tested positive for 
marijuana which more 
than doubled from 55 in 
2013 to 115 people killed in 
2018. Since recreational 
marijuana was legalized, 
the percentage of all Co- 
lorado traffic deaths that 
were marijuana related 
increased from 15 percent 
in 2013 to 23 percent in 
2018. 

“While we trust that the 
overwhelming majority of 
adults who use cannabis 
will do so responsibly, our 
research shows that some 
marijuana users believe 
the myth that they drive 
better when high,” said 
Thomas Turco, Secretary 
of the Executive Office of 
Public Safety and Secu- 
rity (EOPSS). “It’s impor- 
tant that we state unequi- 
vocally that that is, in 
fact, a myth and that driv- 
ing under the influence of 
cannabis is dangerous 
and potentially fatal.” 

The Baker-Polito Admin- 
istration’s bill is based on 
recommendations made 
by the Special Commis- 
sion on Operating Under 
the Influence and Impair- 
ed Driving. The Special 
Commission is composed 
of a diverse set of stake- 
holders and experts, in- 
cluding police, prosecu- 
tors, medical and toxico- 
logical professionals, and 
representatives of the cri- 
minal defense bar and 
civil liberties community. 

The proposed legislative 
changes in the bill in- 
clude: 

e Adopting implied con- 
sent laws to suspend the 
driver’s licenses of arrest- 
ed motorists who refuse to 
cooperate in chemical 
testing for drugs, as exist- 
ing law has long required 
for arrested motorists 
who refuse breath testing 
for alcohol. 

e Adopting a statute au- 
thorizing courts to take 
judicial notice that ingest- 
ing THC, the active chem- 
ical in marijuana, can and 
does impair motorists. 

¢ Directing the Muni- 
cipal Police Training Com- 
mittee (MPTC) to expand 


the training of drug recog- 
nition experts and allow- 
ing them to testify as ex- 
pert witnesses in civil and 
criminal cases. 

e Prohibiting drivers 
from having loose or un- 
sealed packages of mari- 
juana in the driver’s com- 
partment of a vehicle, un- 
der the same provision of 
the motor vehicle code 
that has long prohibited 
driving with open contain- 
ers of alcohol. 


¢ Permitting judicial no- 7 


tice of the scientific validi- 
ty and reliability of the 
horizontal gaze nystagmus 
test, which would make it 
easier for the Common- 
wealth to introduce the 
results of that test at trial 
to demonstrate a driver’s 
intoxication. 

¢ Empowering police of- 
ficers to seek electronic 
search warrants for evi- 
dence of chemical intoxi- 
cation, as is the practice in 
over thirty other states. 
Any blood draw would 
have to be authorized by a 
neutral magistrate after a 
showing of probable cause 
and would be performed 
by a doctor, nurse, or other 
appropriate medical staff 
at a health care facility. 

¢ Developing .education- 
al materials and program- 
ming on drug impairment 
to share with trial court 
judges. 

The Baker-Polito Admin- 
istration recently kicked 
off. an impaired driving 
educational campaign de- 
signed to reach men age 
18 to 34, who are the most 
likely to be behind the 
wheel in impaired driving 
crashes. The campaign, 
titled “Wisdom,” was in- 
formed by. focus. groups 
made up of cannabis and 
alcohol users and con- 
ducted by the Executive 
Office of Public Safety 
and Security’s (EOPSS) 


-Office of Grants and Re- 


search (OGR). The feed- 
back was used to create 
TV spots featuring inter- 
views of real people who 
were willing to share their 
perceptions about driving 
after consuming cannabis, 
alcohol, or other drugs. 
“Our family — and the 
thousands we represent — 
know all too well the life- 
altering consequences of 
drunk and drugged driv- 
ing,” said Helen Witty, 
National President of 
Mothers Against Drunk 
Driving. “My 16-year-old 
daughter, Helen Marie, 
was out rollerblading on a 
bike path near our Miami 


home in 2000 when she was 
run over and killed by a 
teenage driver impaired 
on alcohol and marijuana. 
I landed shattered in 
MADD’s lap, and deter- 
mined to make sure this 
violent, preventable crime 
never happened to anyone 
else. MADD is grateful to 
the Baker-Polito Adminis- 
tration for doing every- 
thing they can to keep peo- 
ple from being needlessly 
injured or killed by im- 
paired drivers.” 

“An important goal of the 
commission’s work is to 
protect the health and 
safety of the people in our 
state as we navigate the 
new reality of legal adult 
use of cannabis. I am 
pleased to be here today to 
support the Baker-Polito 
Administration and_ their 
partners in promoting the 
safe use of marijuana and 
cannabis products,” said 
Britte McBride, Commis- 
sioner of the Cannabis 
Control Commission.

ctober brings to 
mind all things 
that are spooky, 
scary and go 
bump in the 

_ night. Despite 
all of the amusement park’s 
haunted houses and the 
scary Hollywood horror 
flicks, nothing can raise the 
hairs on the back of your 
neck quite like the writings 
of Edgar Allan Poe. 

Best known for his eerie 
poems and short story tales 
of horror and mystery, his 
most famous short story 
works include “The Tell 
Tale. Heart,” “The Pit and 
the Pendulum,” and “Mur- 
ders in the Rue Morgue,” 
and who can forget the 
haunting words of his poem 
“The Raven” or “The Bells.” 

Poe is credited with star- 
ting not only the “Detec- 
tive Mystery” fiction gen- 
re, but his work was also a 
contributing factor in star- 
ting the popular “Science 
Fiction” genre. 

This renowned Ameri- 
can author’s life was also 
shadowed by his reputa- 
tion for being overly opin- 
ionated, drinking, woman- 
izing, and somewhat erra- 
tic behavior. Many believe 
the tortured characters in 
his writings were often 


based on his own personal 
feelings and experiences. 

Because of Poe’s some- 
what unstable lifestyle, he 
traveled the country look- 
ing for work for most of his 
career, but Poe was born 
right here in Boston, and 
has many ties to the Mas- 
sachusetts area. 

Edgar Poe was born in 
Boston on Jan. 19, 1809 at 
62 Charles St. South (previ- 
ously called 62 Carver St.) 
to actors Eliza and David 
Poe. Abandoned by his 
father.in 1810, his mother 
died soon after. 

Poe was then fostered by 
the family of John Allan, a 
wealthy merchant from 
Richmond, Virginia. Al- 
though Allan never formal- 
ly adopted Poe, he did give 
him the Allan name as a 
middle name, hence, Ed- 
gar Allan Poe. 

Poe lived in the Virginia 
area until, after quarreling 
with his foster father about 
money, he dropped out of 
the University of Virginia 
and returned to Boston. in 
1827. 

Unable to support him- 
self, Poe enlisted in the 
army and served at Fort 
Independence on Castle 
Island in Boston. His time 
on Castle Island is thought 
to be Poe’s inspiration for 
his work “Cask of Amontil- 
lado.” 
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Upon reconciling with his 
foster family, Poe moved 
back to Virginia for a time, 
where he married his 
cousin, Virginia Clemm in 
1835. He was 26 and she was 
13. They traveled to several 
areas of the country includ- 
ing Philadelphia and New 
York City, but often return- 
ed to Boston in the pursuit 
of work. 

The Frog Pond in Boston 
Common held great mean- 
ing for Poe. He associated 
the Frog Pond with the 
Boston’s literary estab- 
lishment because of what 
Poe considered the estab- 
lishments “croaking” opin- 
ions, which. differed from 
his own opinions on litera- 
ture. Thus, his animosity 
towards them caused Poe 
to refer to the members as 
“Frogpondians.” 

Despite disagreements 
with the literary establish- 
ment, Poe’s most famous 
literary piece, “The Tell 
Tale Heart,” was published 
by the literary magazine 
“The Pioneer” in 1843, 
which was located at 67 
Washington St. in Boston 
(which is now known as 1 
Boston Place). 

In 1847, Poe’s wife Vir- 
ginia died from tuberculo- 
sis. The stress from Vir- 
ginia’s illness and death 
caused Poe to begin to 
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drink more heavily and 
his behavior became more 
erratic. 

1 Beacon St. (previously 
known as 41 Tremont Row) 
was the location of the 
Pavillion Hotel where Poe 
often stayed when in Bos- 
ton for work. It is rum- 
mored to be the sight of an 
unsuccessful suicide at- 
tempt in 1848 after rela- 
tionship problems with 
several local women. 

24/26 Tremont St. in Bos- 
ton was the former home 
of “The Flag of Our Union” 
newspaper, the only publi- 
cation that: would print 
Poe’s work in the last year 
of his life. 

Poe also had ties to the 
city of Lowell in the last 
few months of his life, 
where it was rumored that 
he was having an affair 
with the wife of a paper 
mill owner, Nancy “Annie” 
Richmond. 

Many speculated that 
Poe was planning to move 
to the Lowell area to be 
closer to his “Annie,” des- 
pite the fact that he had 
proposed marriage to two 
other women during that 
same time frame. 


Rumors have also circled 
around Lowell’s famous 
Worthen House that Poe 
had stayed there when it 
was a boarding house. 

Built in 1834, it is of the 
time and place for this to 
have occurred during one 
of Poe’s visits to Lowell, 
and the fact that the Old 
Worthen has a reputation 
for being actively haunted 
certainly brings to mind the 
likes of Edgar Allan Poe. 
However, there is no con- 
crete evidence that shows a 
visit from Poe actually took 
place at the Worthen House. 

Poe died a short time 
after his visits to Lowell in 
1849. He was found on the 
street in Baltimore, MD, 
incoherent and _ stressed 
wearing someone else’s 
clothes. Newspapers at the 
time reported his death to 
be alcohol related. 

There have been many 
speculations as to the cause 
of his death including heart 
disease, epilepsy, syphilis 
and rabies. The actual cau- 
ses of Poe’s death remains 
a mystery as do many as- 
pects of his life. 

The City of Boston has

located at the corner of 
Boylston St and Charles 
St. South in Boston.

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paid tribute to this talented 
author by creating Edgar 
Allan Poe Square. This was 
originally at the site of 
Charles Street South and 
Broadway from 1913 to 
1924, when it was changed 
to a WWI memorial. 

The new Boston home of 
the Edgar Allan Poe Square 
is the intersection of Boyl- 
ston Street and Charles 
Street South. The Square 
was dedicated in 2009 by 
then Mayor Thomas Meni- 
no during the Poe Bicen- 
tennial. : 

If you haven't read any of 
Poe’s horror masterpieces, 
be sure to check one out at 
the public library. Then, 
take a train ride into Bos- 
ton to visit the Edgar Allan 
Poe Square (you can read 
Poe on the train to get you 
in the proper spooky mood! ). 
From the Poe Square, it is 
a short walk to many of the 
significant Boston address 
regarding Poe’s life, 
including the Frog Pond. 

With Halloween just 
around the corner, you 
may decide to curl up 
with a good Edgar Allan 
Poe story on a dark and 
stormy October night. Be 
forewarned, you may need 
to sleep with the lights on 
that night. 


Stroll the Northern Canal Walkway in Lowell

For years I have seen the 
Great River Wall in Lowell 
but never knew how to get 
there to stroll along the 
Merrimack. I finally track- 
ed it down and learned 
that the Northern Canal 


Walkway is a delightful 1.6 
mile path that is open to 
the public and operated by 
the National Park Service. 


It is only open until Oct.. 


14 so hopefully some of 
you will get out this week- 
end and investigate, as it 
is not a huge investment 
in time. It is open 9 a.m. - 
5 p.m. There are two ac- 
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cess points; the bridge at 
Mammoth Road near the 
Pawtucket Dam and the 
walkway at UMass Lowell 
right where Pawtucket 
Street and Father Morri- 
sette Boulevard connect, 
near the Eldred L. Field 
hydroelectric plant. 

We parked right on the 
street near the hydro plant. 


Known as the Northern 
Canal, the walkway runs 
along an island that has 
helped to form the chan- 
nel of water which has 
powered the textile mills 
in Lowell since 1847. The 
canal now _ generates 
enough waterpower to 
supply electricity to 30,000 
homes in New England. 

Excavation of the canal 
and the building of the 
huge wall that separates 
the water from the Merri- 
mack was conducted over 
18 months using up to 
1,000 laborers, steam en- 
gines, horses, stonecut- 
ters, and oxen. Tons of 
blasting power was. used 
to carve out the 100-foot 
wide channel. The granite 
wall is 36 feet high. The 
canal is reported to have 
increased waterpower by 
50 percent to the mills. 

The path is flat and easy 
to enjoy. There are steep 
steps at either entrance, 
but there are handrails. 
Some of the path is board- 
walk, then granite blocks, 
then dirt path. We went on 
a Sunday afternoon and it 
was quiet on the path with 
the still canal water on 
one side, and the very low 
and fascinating Merri- 
mack on the other. 

With the river so low, all 
of the craggy outcrop- 
pings are visible and one 
could practically walk 
across the mighty Merri- 
mack at this point — a 
sight that is so surprising 
given how high the waters 
can typically be. The Na- 
tional Park Service does 
patrol the path and it was

just a pleasant, easy walk. 

Interpretive panels give 
a history of the canal and 
area along the way. We 
observed a juvenile cor- 
morant diving for dinner 


in the canal, and recom- . 


mend keeping an eye out 
for one of the Merri- 
mack’s American bald 
eagles as well. 

We noticed the different 
wall structures which 
must have served various 
functions in the early days 
of the canal’s operation, 
and marveled at how close 
we were able to get to the 
river, especially at this 


low. water stage. 

The island was called 
“the finest place for prom- 
enades in the neighbor- 
hood” in the 1840s, with 
purposeful landscaping 
and trees planted to show- 
case a marriage of useful- 
ness and beauty. 

The walkway is open May 
to October and is open 
when flow rates allow. Set 
aside an hour this weekend 
and go checkout the walk- 
way. Bring your binoculars 
for birdwatching and ap- 
preciate this marvel of 
engineering right in our 
own back yard.

"We have to win this 
week to have any chance 
for the playoffs," said head 
coach Craig Turner. "If we 
win, we'll get 19 points (in 
the power ranking sys- 
tem) and that'll be huge 
for us. We could possibly 
leap over several teams. I 
really believe that last 
week's game (with 
Watertown) started our 


playoff run." 
Under the MIAA's power 
ranking system, 


Wilmington is currently 
ninth out of eleven teams 
in the Division 4 North 
Bracket, with the top eight 
making the playoffs. The 
‘Cats currently have 6.85 
points, which is signifi- 
cantly lower than

That combination was 
terrific on Friday night as

Wilmington dating back to 
last year’s win over 
Watertown. 

Under Turner, _ the 


Wildcats have defeated 
Watertown all three times 
with scores of 32-17, 33-7 
and 33-7 and all three 
times, a running back 
rushed for over 100 yards 
and scored three touch- 
downs. In 2017, John 
Kenney had 153 yards and 
three scores, .last year 
Peter Marino had 249 
yards and three scores 
and this time, Smith had 
123 yards and_ three 
scores.

quarter, coming on a 
fourth-and-16 play.
